When there was no longer any possi¬ 
bility of contending successfully against 
such extraordinary odds lighting as the

—the Americans began to retreat. Pre¬ 
vious to this, however, a body of lancers 
were discovered making a circuit in the 
woods, with the evident intention of com- 
plete]v surrounding them and cutting off 
their retreat. This movement they wi-re 
unable to carry into etfi-ct, and the Ameri¬ 
cans got off the field in tolerable good or¬ 
der. The lancers seeing this, wreaked 
their vengeance upon the dead bodies 
which tiny found, and by thrusting tluir 
lances into those Americans who wen 
already so near death a> to make their re 
moval impossible.
